"Funeral cranks can make or mar a man 
in his own business." remarked a well-known 
undertaker yesterday in oonver-atiou with 
a reporter. 

"You mean those who go to all the fu- 
nerals?" 

"Yes; exactly. There are hosts of people 
who attend funerals for some uncontrollable 
reason.
